I am aware however that 
under exifling circumftances, the 
object cannot be wholly attained

Your attention will doubtlefs' be 
directed dt an early period of your 
fefsion, to the act of Congrefs efta- 
btffhing the Alabama Territory. It 
is with you to make thenecefsary 
provisions refpecting the feat and 
accommodation of the Government. 

To you alfo belongs the power of 
electing a Delegate to Congrefs, and 
of nominating* fix perfons to the 
President of the United States, three 
of Whom are to be felectedby him 
for members of the- Legislative 
Council. I have moreover, to ap- a 
prife you that-Robert Beatty, Efq« 
has refigued h« feat/in that bodyv / T 
1 'It -wfM not*ejeape your obferva- _ 
tion, that fame provifiohs inTegafS^ 
to reprefentatfon in the Houfe of - 
Representatives, • together with a 
fuitable modification of the laws* 

• and re-organization: of the offices 


within your control, are rendered 
indifpenfaWe. And I apprehend 
yoa may alfo deem it advifable, to 
change the boundaries of foroe of 
the culling counties, by creating 
new counties or otherwife. Under 
that imprefsion, I have abftained 
from filling appointments within 
the fcope of my authority, for the 
p*irpofe of awaiting the refult of 
your deliberations. Unacquainted, 
indeed, with the prefent civil and 
military arrangements, and without 
fhe means of alcertaining who are - 
in office, except by application to 
the former executive, delay in that 
relpccthas been unavoidable. 

On the 21ft of December laft I 
received a communication from 
Maj. General Games, requeuing 
that-two companies of militia might 
be attached for the defence of a part 
of our fouthern frontier. A.detach- 
ment has been prdered accordingly 
to Fort Crawford, for two months 
fervice, and now corfftituie a part of 
the General’s command* 

It has been repreferfied to roe that 
the Convention of Mifiiflippi have 
forwarded a petition to Cor.grefs, 
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Soliciting an enlargenafnt of that 
State, by limiting the boundary 6 T 
this Territory to the Tombeckbe ri¬ 
ver. I confider the dec.fioo of that 


quedion highly important to the 
people whore mtercfl* are committed 
to our care.'* The prefent line of 
partition has been deliberately fitted 
by the competent authorities, 
and voluntarily accepted by the in¬ 
habitants of the State. They have 
exercifed the exclufive privilege of 
framing a Government lof thera- 
felves j a privilege, which, I truft, 
will not be denied to our fellow-citt- 
zens. Nor do 1 perceive any juft 
grounds for the propofed change, ot^ 
any advantages that can refult from* 
it. The improvement of the navi¬ 
gation of our Rivers is a fubjeft of 
the higheft imereft-; and when e- 
qually the bufinefs of feparate ftates, 
k is always difficult, if not impifa&i- 
eabfcr^ obtain the neceffary con¬ 
cert for effefling the objeft.
